There has been a marked tendency to increase the length of 
the school year throughout the state. 
average length of the year for the schools of the state was less than 
twenty weeks. The average length now is more than thirty weeks 


Twenty-five years ago the 
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per year. Our young people deserve all the schooling we can give 
them. Not that they always appreciate it at the time, but broadly, 
it makes for better citizenship and for higher living and thinking. 
And if, as has been claimed, the commercial value of attendance 
upon public schools is ten dollars per day to the child, ought we not 
to make every effort to increase the length of the school year? 

Many of the enterprising towns of the state have lengthened 
the school year to 32 or 34 or 36 weeks per year, and our young 
people will find themselves handicapped when they come into such 
‘competition. ; 


THE GREAT QUESTION. 


While I have been doing the various things that needed to be 
done, I have been measuring schemes that have presented them- 
selves to me by this standard: Will they help to make the schools 
better? Of supreme importance here, stands the teacher. We must 
have a trained, cultured teacher to stand before the scholars from 
day to day, or all our work is vain. But it costs to retain good 
teachers. So that if the town wants to have longer or better schools 
one of the most effective ways is to give the school board a generous 
appropriation for schools. 


REPAIRS. 


It will be wise, it seems to me, to put some money into repairs, 
that the school buildings be kept from deteriorating, and also 
to put some into permanent improvements each year, such as good 
blackboards, reference books, ete. 

Some of the teachers and scholars have done little things to 
make the school rooms more attractive. I think there is great 
value in this, and shall offer rewards to all schools that do anything 
noticeable in improvement of their buildings or grounds during 
the spring term. 

TEACILERS. 


‘The teachers have all been faithful and etticient. ‘There has 
Lecn av effort to put each grade into the work as outlined by the 
state superintendent of public instruction in lis eight years’ ecurse 
for public schools of New Hampshire. This is a hard task when 
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the full year is only thirty weeks, and the average attendance is, in 
some ceases, also low. But the character of some of the work I have 
seen here in Alstead compares favorably with work done in the best 
schools anywhere. I think the town is to be congratulated upon 
the efficiency of its teachers. 


A CONCLUDING WISH. 


Alstead stands high in the lists of towns of the state, in its 
equalized valuation per pupil of average attendance. ‘his valua- 
ticn is above $5,000. There is an unusual number of homes of at- 
tractive neatness and order, suggesting not only good taste but a 
measure of prosperity. An advantage will come to the town if the 
schools take on this appearance of thrift. It is the way of economy, 
teo, in the long run. 

But this is the external view. For the work within the 
schools, I have sincere thanks for the cooperation of teachers and 
school board in every attempt to improve. And I have hope of 
greater results as the needs and conditions of the schools become 
more familiar to me.
